Am very ſenſible it is a great and undeſerved Honour, that I have his 
Majeſties Commands to preſide 1n this Seflion of Parliament ; for I 
know well my inſufficiency and unfitnefs, to Diſcharge ſo important a 
Truſt, but Duty calls, and I muſt obey, 

I do therefore rely upon his Majeſties goodneſs, who I know, has thoſe 
Allowances to give, which the accidental Failings and Eſcapes of His Servants 
may requires And I am convinced, that the ſame'Zeal and Forwardneſs 
which has formerly appeared in all the Proceedings of this Parliament, for His 
Maj: fties true Intereſt, the Support and Honour of His Government, will yet 
ſhow it ſelf amongſt Us; and it is You hope,will make this Station eaſy to me.
